DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of the amendment after non-final rejection filed by the 
applicants on February 20, 2007, in which: claims 1, 46, 49 and 75 are amended; claims 48 and 
80-89 are cancelled; and new claims 90-100 are added. Claims 1-47, 49-79 and 90-100 are 
currently pending in U.S. Application No. 10/681,330 and an Office action on the merits follows. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-47, 49-79 and 90-100 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 1, 46, 75 
and 90, none of the prior art made of record teaches or suggests an apparatus for detecting a 
pointer within a region comprising: (1) first and second reflective elements joined to form a 
corner; and (2) a non-reflective region adjacent the corner, wherein the non-reflective region is 
of a size to eliminate overlapping images of the pointer appearing in captured images, as 
presently claimed.
